IMPORTANT ROLING. 


Made by 
Interstate Com merce Com 
missioner d a n e . 
Columbus, O., April 26.— T hat tim 
Interstate commerce commission Im ■ 
Jurisdiction 
in cases 
involving the 
practices of railroads as well as pow ­ 
ers to regulate rates was the important 
ruling m ade by E. E. Clark of Iowa, 
m em ber of tile commission, who has 
begun the hearing o f 'th o charges of 
discrimination flied by the Ohio rail­ 
way commission against the Wheeling 
and 1.aim Erie and the Hooking Val 
ley railways. 
The cases Involve the use of private 
or leased cars. Tim Ohio railway com­ 
mission ruled that such cars should 
be 
taken into 
account 
in the 
dis­ 
tribution of cars 
to coal companies 
which did not have* private or leased 
cars. 
Proceedings were then brought in 
the federal 
court at 
Cincinnati on 
Joining the Ohio commission from en 
forcing its ruling. 
T he 
attorneys 
for the 
railroads 
argued before tho interstate commerce 
commission here that the Ohio com­ 
mission was. in fact, if not technically, 
in contempt in endeavoring to enforce 
Its ruling through the interstate com­ 
mission. 
Commissioner Clark held that under 
the decision in the Drily case the com­ 
mission has jurisdiction In cases of 
practice as well aa rate m aking and 
that the proceedings 
in th e 
federal 
Court should have been brought before 
the commission. 
He stated 
tim* 
if 
the case went to the suprem e court 
that body would 
simply declare the 
proceedings one wdiioh 
should have 
been brought 
before the 
interstate 
commission. 
Tho Ohio 
commission 
was not. therefore, in contempt. 
Commissioner 
Clark ordered 
the 
h earing to proceed and th e taking of 
testimony will be continued.

*4ow Bought by the Pound and G ro w ­ 
ing Scarcer Each Year. 
Tilt? lei J pencil is one of the most 
common articles in everyday use. anil 
Dearly 320,000,000 pencils an* m a n u ­ 
factured in tills country every year. 
To m a r ufacture these millions of pen ­ 
cils there are required 110,000 tons, or 
7,300,000 cubic feet, of wood, so t h a t 
each day in the year 300 tons, or 20,- 
000 cultic feet, of wood are used for 
pencils. 
Since practically all of the 
wood is red cedar and since the pencil 
industry is steadily growing, the su p ­ 
ply of red cedar is greatly depleted, 
yet no substitute has been found for 
it, says the New York Times. 
Leaving 
out of consideration the imported pen­ 
cil . tic* average educated American 
ov *r ten ; enrs of age uses six pencils 
of I. 
* m anufacture each year. 
Ten 
< irs . g ' he used less than five.

. .via a grown under best conditions 
is very free from defects. 
Because of 
it - ; , uliar qualities no equally geo l 
substitute for it l a s ever been found, 
and it is doubtful if any other wood 
using industry is ■ > dei**ndeut upon a 
single species as the pencil industry is 
di pendent upon red cedar. 
In fact, 
red cedar suitable for pencil m a n u f a c ­ 
ture is the only wood the price of 
which is a lw ay s quoted by tile pound. 
Strange as it may seem, no steps 
have heretofore bren taken to provide 
for a future supply of red cedar. 
This 
has been largely due to a lack of in­ 
formation on tile rate of growth and 
the habits of the tree and to the w ide­ 
spread belief that second growth red 
cedar ne ver reaches merchantable size. 
In accordance with its policy tow ard 
the conservation and economic use of 
commercial woods the forest service 
has made a careful study of red cedar 
and has come to the conclusion t h a t it 
» can profitably bo grown in regions of 
Its development. 
Several changes are 
recommended in present forest m a n ­ 
agement in order to secure the desired 
growth. 
In the southern forests the 
cedar will have to be given a better 
chance ins'end of being considered, as 
now, a negligible quantity In its y o u n­ 
ger stages, and many of the forest 
grown trees which are now cut for 
fence posts can profitably be left to 
attain their full development and thus 
s become available for pencil wood.
